The worst snow storm of the winter 
as W 2 ll as one of the worst in re­ 
cent years struck this city this morn­ 
ing shortly after 3 o'clock. 
By noon 
the snow was eight inches deep and 
still falling rapidly. 
W here it drifted 
the snow was in several instances from 
12 to 20 inches deep. 
To say the storm was a surprise 
is expressing it mildly. 
Even 
the 
weather bureau sent no advice out un­ 
til late yesterday afternoon. 
The ground is dry, caused by the 
brisk winds of the past few days, end 
as the snow is also dry it will likely 
remain on the ground for days. 
The 
city is surely in the clutches of 
the 
Snow King, and die grip is a firm one. 
The city has suffered much so far in 
the way of inconveniences, and 
this 
condition may prevail for days to come 
unless a moderation comes. 
The worst inconvenience was occa­ 
sioned by the street 
railway 
com­ 
panies, which found it impossible to 
run cats on anything like a schedule. 
Cars were frequently off the 
track 
all through 
the day. 
During 
other 
snows of the season 
both 
railway 
companies operated their cars during 
the night, thus being able 
to ke£p 
the tracks clear. 
As there Is not a 
snow sweeper in the possession 
of 
either company, the 
officials 
have 
been compelled to grin and bear It. 
Supt. Thomas Reed as soon as 
a 
heavy fall of snow was assured put 
a large force of men at work sweep­ 
ing the tracks with brooms, but the 
snow fell so fast this work was prac­ 
tically useless. 
The line car went to 
W ellsville during the night, and this 
morning was unable to return to the 
barn. It was rigged up as a salt car, 
but slow progress was made to this 
city in distributing salt on the rails. 
The dirt scraper, used to unload dirt 
from the work car, was brought to 
the Second street switch shortly be­ 
fore 9 o’clock this morning, and there 
a heavy working team of horses was 
attached and the space between the 
rails was cleaned of snow as much as 
possible. 
One car from E ast Liverpool was 
three hours in getting to Wellsville 
this forenoon. 
This 
afternoon 
the 
track was fairly well cleared and cars 
running. 
The E ast Liverpool ft Rock Springs 
Hallway company, while unable 
to 
operate cars on the usual schedule, 
fared somewhat better than the East 
Liverpool 
railway 
company. 
Extra 
cars were placed on th e Chester line 
clearing the snow from the rails, be­ 
sides having a large force of men 
keeping the road open. The snow is 
being packed solid between the tracks 
by the motors which press the snow 
down. 
Daring the day several men were 
kept at work on the W ashington street 
hill keeping the rails clear, and it was 
an unusual sight to see cars being 
coupled together and running double 
headers. 
Both telephone companies have been 
in luck up to noon, as it was reported 
th at not a single wire was down in 
this district as a result of the snow. 
Should the 
expected 
sleet 
storm 
come considerable damage will 
no 
doubt result, as the ice would surely 
cause many wires to break. 
The C. ft P. road was unable to op­ 
erate trains on time, except that the 
early train from Pittsburg this morn­ 
ing arrived at this city on time. The 
train due from the same 
city at IO 
o ’clock was over an hour late, and the 
early accommodation train from Bel­ 
laire was also over an hour late. Ex­

The “Nancy Hanks.” late this morn­ 
ing. was used as a snow scraper in a 
novel manner. 
A large log was at­ 
tached to th e 'car, upon which a num ­ 
ber of men stood and the car used as 
a snow scraper. 
This car 
was

Wellsville, but could not be brought 
to this ctty. 
Many cars of the company jumped 
the track this morning, but the com­ 
pany could not reach them with tools 
to replace 
them on account of the 
storm. 
Announcement was sent out from 
Pittsburg this morning th at the pres­ 
ent snow storm was expected to be 
followed by a sleet storm. 
In

event the snow will melt quickly and 
may cause another flood in the Ohio 
river.

S LA V ER Y IN T H E PHILIPPINES. 


Men, Women and Cl^ildren Are Held 
for Debt in the Moro Islands. 
Washington, March 5.—Tho extent 
of the slavery In the Philippines was 
discussed by Gov. Taft 
before 
the 
house insular committee yesterday In 
response to questions by members. He 
said In part that slavery wan confined 
to the south, rn Moro islands. The In­ 
vestigation made by Gov. Taft and 
his aKsocla'ea had brought out that 
the slaves Included men. women and 
children, who were slaves for debt, ac­ 
cording to the statem ents made by the 
dates. The slaves could buy their lib 
erty, but until this was done the con­ 
dition ran from generation to genera 
tlon. 
The tlave* were members of 
the family and the relation was com 
paratlvely mild, lf It was possible to 
consider -lay form of slavery mild. 
Gov. Taft said Date Mandl had al­ 
ready abolished slavery by decree. 
How effective this was could not b*> 
stated. 
“It indicates,” said Gov. Taft, 
“how willing they are to consider our 
desires and toe possibilities of eradi 
cating the system.’’ 
The civil authorities had never re c ­ 
ognized Hie very In any way, he said. 
and the m ilitary had always released 
slaves. 
But the slaves did not under 
stand the advantage of liberty and 
Gov. Taft a id that lf we attem pted to 
end slavery by force, we would prob 
ably find tho slaves turning their guns 
against us. 
The Influence of the 
United States was. however, growing 
stronger and stronger for the eradica­ 
tion of slavery, although our wishes 
had been made known, yet neither tin

Men, Women and Children Are Held 
for Debt in the Moro Islands. 
Washington, March 5.—The extent 
of the slavery In the Philippines was 
discussed by Gov. Taft 
before 
the 
house Insular committee yesterday in 
response to questions by members. He 
said In part that slavery was confined 
to the south, rn Moro Islands. The In­ 
vestigation made by Gov. Taft and 
his associates had brought out that 
the slaves Included men, women and 
children, who were slaves for debt, ac­ 
cording to the statem ents made by the 
dates. The slaves could buy their lib 
erty, but until this was done the con 
dltton ran from generation to genera 
Mon. 
The r laves were members of 
the family and the relation was com 
paratively mild, lf It was possible to 
consider any form of slavery mild. 
Gov. Taft said Dato Mandl had al­ 
ready abolished slavery by dei-rec. 
How effective this was could not he 
stated. 
"It Indicates,” said Gov. Taft, 
“how willing they ar.* ti* consider our 
desires and trio possibilities of eradi 
cating the system.” 
The civil authorities had never rec­ 
ognized slavery in 
and the military had always released 
slaves 
But the, slaves did not under 
stand the advantage of liberty and 
Gov. Taft laid that if we attem pted to 
end slavery by force, we would prob 
ably find the slaves turning their guns 
against us. 
The Influence of the 
United States was, however, growing 
stronger and stronger for Un* eradica­ 
tion of slavery, although our wishes 
had been made known, yet neither Un­ 
civil 
nor 
military 
authorities 
had 
said slavery must cease or war would 
bo made.

The important part which different 
viands play in marriage ceremonies 
makes rather an interesting story. 
For example, the Swedish bride fills 
her pocket with bread, which she dis­ 
penses to every one she meets on ber 


j way to church, every piece she gives 
away averting, as she believes, a mis­ 
fortune. 
On the threshold af her new home a 
bride in Servia is presented with a 
plate of bonbons, one of which she and 
the bridegroom share between them, 
the divided bonbon signifying that no 
bitterness shall divide them. A sieve 
of wheat corn is also given to the bride. 
Of this she takes three handfuls, 
throws it over her head, emptying the 
sieve upon the ground. The scattered 
corn denotes that the bride brings Joy 
and prosperity Into her new home. The 
bride Is still outside the door, nor can 
she enter until she has placed two 
loaves of bread beneath her arms and 
taken a bottle of wine into her hands. 
With these emblems she at length 
crosses the threshold of her future 
home. At the first meal of the newly 
married pair bread and wine must be 
taken by both to denote that thence­ 
forward all they have shall be equally 
divided between them and that their 
married life shall be passed in unity 
and fidelity. 
A Russian wooing culminates in the 
betrothal feash at which the bride elect 
In return for a long tress of balr which 
she has given to the bridegroom re­ 
ceives bread and salt and an almond 
cake. 
In Holland if a young man is in love 
with a girl and wishes to ask her hand 
in marriage be bnys a small sweet 
cake and, wrapping it up In soft paper, 
proceeds to the house of his inamorata. 
He Is ushered into the midst of the 
family circle. 
Without a word he 
walks up to the young lady and lays 
the cake on the table before her. The 
rest of the family affect not to notice 
anything unusual and continue their 
work or their reading. The young man 
turns aside and talks to the father or 
mother on some very ordinary subjecL 
keeping his eyes eagerly fixed on the 
girl while he is conversing. If she ac­ 
cepts his offer, she takes up the cake 
and eats it. 
If she is a coquettish 
damsel, she tortures the young man by 
turning it over and playing with it be­ 
fore she decides to taste it and then en­ 
raptures him by eating it to the last 
crumb. 
If, on the other hand, she 
wishes to have nothing more to do 
with her admirer, she puts it back on 
the table. The young man takes up 
the cake and, with a “Vaarvoal byza- 
men,” leaves the bouse. The matter Is 
then kept a profound secret by both 
families, and the outer world never 
bears of it In place of a wedding cake 
In Holland wedding candies are given 
—“bruid auikers” they are called. 
They are passed around by children 
and are served in flower trimmed bas­ 
kets. 
Bride pudding is the name of the 
piece de resistance served at a Norse 
peasant wedding. This is not brought 
on the table until the last day of the 
festivities, three or five days being 
given up to feasting and merrymaking. 
The appearance of the bride puddifig 
is the signal of dismissal, and at the 
close of the feast the guests say fare­ 
well, presenting at the same time their 
gifts, which consist of cash. This the 
bride receives, the bridegroom present­ 
ing each donor with a glass of wine. 
Partaking of two tiny glasses of wino 
is all the ceremony necessary to make 
a marriage in some Chinese provinces, 
provided a quantity of fireworks are 
set off. These are to wake the “great 
Joss” from his sleep that he may wit­ 
ness the ceremony. 
At a Hebrew wedding man and wife 
sip from one cup of wine, symbolizing 
participation in the Joys and pain of 
earthly life. The emptied goblet is 
placed on the floor and crushed into a 
thousand pieces by the bridegroom, ; 
who thus shows that he will put his 
foot on all evils that may enter the i 
family circle. 
At an Egyptian wedding feast meat 
is not eateu because of the belief that 
it would lead to future bickerings be­ 
tween them. Eggs, fruits and sweets 
are served. The first meal in the new 
house cannot be touched until, after 
every device known to the bridegroom, 
the bride bas been at last induced to 
speak. Once she utters a word, he claps 
his hands, abd supper is brought to 
them. 
Married by candy is the plan in Bur­ 
ma. Of all marriage rites this takes 
the palm for conciseness and sweet 
simplicity. Here the dusky lady takes 
the initiative. Seeing a youth who 
pleases ber, she offers him a sweet If 
he accepts her proposal, he promptly 
eats the token of affection, and they 
are thereby made man and wife. In 
the act of eating alone this most prim­ 
itive rite consists. If the youth be not 
favorably disposed, he remarks with 
all gallantry that that particular candy 
ta not to his taste, and the matter is 
ended. In Mandalay three weeks after 
a marriage kinsmen bring the bride­ 
groom a bowl of rice, a vessel of wine 
and a fowl, much of which collation is 
sacrificed to the spirits of ancestors. 
A Bagoda bride—in the Philippines— 
if she be good looking and the daughter 
of a warrior, is sold by her father for 
about $30, which sum is not given in 
money, but in vegetables and chickens. 
One way of estimating such things is 
at the price of a brass gong. Such a 
gong is worth thirty silver dollars, and 
it Is a valuable maiden indeed who will

INGS, BUT IN ALL SOCIAL AND ETHIC­ 
AL RELATIONS. 
The man who is supposed to hold his wife and 
family first in his heart and consideration, but who 


is at the same time professing the same attachment and bestowing 
the same care upon some other woman, is most certainly not a gen­ 
tleman. He may have more millions than any other man on earth, 
he may have more intellectual power than the most intellectual man 
who ever lived, in manners and exterior polish he may serve as a 
model for imitators; still ho is not honest. To him tho word “gen­ 
tleman” cannot be applied. 
Honorable, upright, pure, true, charitable and generous are 
some other adjectives which may bo used in describing a man who 
is a gentleman.

For example, the Swedish bride fills 


i ber pocket with bread, which she dis­ 
penses to every one she meets on ber 
an y to church, every piece she gives 
awny averting, as she believes, a mis­ 
fortune. 
On the threshold j f her new home a 
bride in S en lo Is presented with a 
plate of Ixmbons, one of which she and 
the bridegroom share between them, 
the divided bonbon signifying that no 
bitterness shall divide them. 
A sieve 
of wheat com is also given to the bride. 
Of this she 
takes three 
handfuls, 
throws it over her head, emptying tho 
sieve upon the ground. The scattered 
corn denotes th at the bride brings Joy 
and prosperity into her new home. The 
bride is still outside the door, nor can 
she enter until she has placed two 
loaves of bread lienonth her arms and 
taken a bottle of wine into her hands. 
With these emblems she at length 
crosses the threshold of her future 
home. 
At the first meal of the newly 
married pair brend and wine must be 
taken by both to denote that thence­ 
forward all they have shall be equally 
divided between them and that their 
married life shall be passed in unity 
and fidelity. 
A Russian wooing culminates in the 
betrothal feast, at which the bride elect 
In return for a long tress of balr which 
she has given to the bridegroom re­ 
ceives bread and salt and an almond 
cake. 
In Holland if a young man is in love 
with a girl and wishes to ask her hand 
In marriage he bays a small sweet 
cake and, wrapping it up In soft paper, 
proceeds to the house of his inamorata. 
He Is ushered into the midst of the 
family circle. 
W ithout a word he 
walks up to the young lady and lays 
the coke on the table before her. The 
rest of the family affect not to notice 
anything unusual and continue their 
work or their rending. The young man 
turns aside und talks to the father or 
mother on some very ordinary subject, 
keeping bis eyes eagerly fixed on the 
girl while he is conversing. 
If she ac­ 
cepts his offer, she takes up the cake 
and eats It. 
If she is a coquettish 
damsel, she tortures the young man by 
turning it over and playing with it be­ 
fore she decides to taste it and then en­ 
raptures blin by eating it to the last 
crumb. 
If, on the other hand, she 
wishes to have nothing more to do 
with her admirer, she puts it back on 
the table. 
The young man takes up 
the cake and, with a “Vaarvoal byza- 
men,” leaves the house. The m atter la 
then kept a profound secret by both 
families, and the outer world never 
bears of it In place of a wedding cake 
In Holland wedding candies are given 
—“bruid 
milkers” 
they 
are 
called. 
They are passed around by children 
and are served in flower trimmed bas­ 
kets. 
Bride pudding is the name of the 
piece de resistance served at a Norse 
peasant wedding. This is not brought 
on the table until the last day of the 
festivities, three or five days being 
given up to feasting and merrymaking. 
The appearance of the bride puddling 
is the signal of dismissal, and a t tpe 
close of the feast the guests say fare­ 
well, presenting at the same time their 
gifts, which consist of cash. This the 
bride receives, the bridegroom present­ 
ing each donor with a glass of wine. 
Partaking of two tiny glasses of wine 
is all the ceremony necessary to make 
a marriage iu some Chinese provinces, 
provided a quantity of fireworks are 
set off. These are to wake the “great 
Joss” from his sleep that he may w it­ 
ness the ceremony. 
At a Hebrew' wedding man and wife 
sip from one cup of wine, symbolizing 
participation in the joys and pain of 
earthly life. 
The emptied goblet is 
placed on the floor and crushed into a 
thousand pieces by the bridegroom, 
who thus shows that be will put his 
foot on all evils that may enter the 
family circle. 
At an Egyptian wedding feast meat 
is not eaten because of the belief th at 
it would lead to future bickerings be­ 
tween them. Eggs, fruits and sweets 
are served. The first meal in the new 
house cannot be touched until, after 
every device known to the bridegroom, 
the bride has been a t last induced to 
speak. Once she utters a word, he claps 
his hands, and supper is brought to 
them. 
Married by candy Is the plan in Bur­ 
ma. Of all m arriage rites this takes 
the palm for conciseness and sweet 
simplicity. Here the dusky lady takes 
the initiative. 
Seeing a youth who 
pleases ber, she offers him a sweet. lf 
he accepts her proposal, he promptly 
eats the token of affection, and they 
are thereby made man and wife. In 
the act of eating alone this most prim­ 
itive rite consists. If the youth be not 
favorably disposed, be rem arks with 
all gallantry that that particular candy 
ts not to his taste, and the m atter is 
ended. In Mandalay three weeks after 
a m arriage kinsmen bring the bride­ 
groom a bow! of rice, a vessel of wine 
and a fowl, much of which collation is 
sacrificed to the spirits of ancestors. 
A Bngoda bride—in the Philippines— 
lf she be good looking and the daughter 
of a warrior, is sold by her father for 
about $30. which sum is not given in 
money, but in vegetables and chickens. 
One way of estim ating such things is 
a t the price of a brass gong. Such a 
gong is worth thirty silver dollars, and 
it is a valuable maiden indeed who will

VI.— The Knickerbocker 
Group. 
'O writer of Irving’s trenlns 
could spring up in a bar­ 
ren age without inspiring 
such mediocre talent us 
might be inclined to leth­ 
argy. 
The mere stirring of fallow 
ground will send up uususiHH ted 
growths, aud the awakening which 
the keen humorist gave the drowsy 
men of Manhattan started a crop of 
Vetters among other effects of the shock, lf the name of the Knickerbocker 
school be too large for the little group of authors who followed Dledrieb, the. 
historian, afar, it may be said‘that the term w as applied to less diguilled ob­ 
jects in the *ay of its immense popularity and to more worthy ones ainee. 
The New York Evening Post had been established in tile lirst year of the 
century with a hospitable policy toward letters, os well as a critical spirit 
which enhanced the honor of appearing in its columns. To gain admittance to 
them was next to having a book published. On the street and in coffee houses 
were knots of young men with corresponding ambitions notwithstanding the 
commercial bias of the city aud the material bent of the age. Foremost among 
them was a banker’s clerk who was not so far lost In arithmetical figures that 
he could not appreciate poetical and even wished that ho might “lounge upon 
a rainbow and read Tom Campbell,” a sentiment with which a bystander 
agreed. In this way Fitz-Greene Ilalleck and Joseph Rodman Drake became 
acquainted in the spring of ISIP, the beginning of a literary companionship as 
Intimate as it was brief, for Drake died the next year. 
Judged by what he had begun to do. this young poet was cut down ut the 
opening of a promising career. His early essays found their subjects for satire 
In the topics of the town, but descriptive and patriotic pieces soon followed, 
the address to the American flag deserving a higher place than all that 
have succeeded it. A more remarkable feat was the production in two or 
three days of “Tho Culprit Fay” in refutation of an assertion that it would be 
difficult to write a fairy poem purely imaginative without the aid of human 
characters. He accomplished this work with no nearer approach to humanity 
than In these two lines: 
For an Ouphe has broken his vestal vow” 
He has loved un earthly maid. 
The rest Is the fanciful account of the consequences of such a high misde­ 
meanor, full of delicate art and the traceries of an imagination at home with 
the hidden things of nature, itself idealized and peopled with intelligences of 
the poet’s own creating. It is the midsummer night’s dream of an airy fancy. 
The entire poem should be the delight of children who dwell on the !>order 
land of the seen and the unseen. 
, 
Halleek survived to write an elegy upon his friend, which shows how far 
the art had progressed since the days of Mather; also to continue the strain of 
American verse which the two friends had joined in contributing to the col­ 
umns of Tl^e Evening Post. Afterward he was stirred by the wrongs of suffer­ 
ing Greece to lift up the voice of freedom in “Marco Bozzaris.” Whoever has 
lost a friend of his youth will associate with the recollection of his sorrow the 
lament of Halleek for his companion, beginning: 
Green bo the turf above thee. 
Friend of my better days! 
None knew thee but to love thee 
Nor named thee but to praise. 
Clement C. Moore has a place among the writers who wore inspired by 
Hatch traditions to produce a Knickerbocker literature. No doubt the theo 
logical professor expected to rest his fame upon the lirst Hebrew' and English 
lexicon compiled in this country or upon his version of Lavardin s “History of 
George Castriot.” Instead, when he is placed among the immortals it w ill be 
In recognition of his “Visit From St. Nicholas,” which all children kuow be­ 
gins: 
’Tw’as the night before Christmas, when all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring, not even a mouse. 
Gulian C. Verplanck was a New Yorker whose services to literature entitle 
bim to mention. First a lawyer, then a politician and afterward a lecturer In 
divinity, his pen was seldom Idle. “Essays on Revealed Religion” and the 
“Doctrine of Contrasts” were the more substantial results, while “The State 
Triumvirate” anti “The Ceremony of Installation” are in a lighter vein. As a 
member of congress he was prominent in obtaining the extension of the term 
of copyright from *28 to 42 years. Later be was associated with Sands and 
Bryant in The Talisman, a publication containing some of the best writing of 
the time. In his addresses on art, history and literature and “The Influence 
and Use of Liberal Studies,” and especially on “The American Scholar,” he 
anticipated some of the more recent essayists and orators who have made 
kindred themes the subjects of high discussion. 
William Cullen Bryant may be considered as an adopted member of the 
Knickerbocker group since he was not bom In New York, but on the Hamp­ 
shire hills of western Massachusetts. However, he was not long in Anding his 
way to the metropolis and to the little circle w hich made it the literary center of 
the country at the time. A copy of Irving’s “Knickerbocker” had traveled 
Into the lonely village where young Bryant was reading law and gave him a 
taste of what was possible in lower latitudes. Hitherto his reading had been 
among the professional books of bls father’s medical library, varied by the 
Latin poets, the Greek Testament, W atts’ hymns, Pope’s “Iliad” and an 
unusual number of English classics for that period. But meter aud rhyme 
were a part of his nature and blossomed out in juvenile verses, religious and 
political, to the delight of his father and to bls ow'u subsequent chagrin. 
To these there were two notable exceptions, left at home when he went 
away to practice law in Great Barrington. His father found them one day six 
years afterward when rummaging in a drawer, read them himself and to a 
neighbor and without asking his son’s permission started posthaste for Boston 
and the editor of The North American Review, then a two-year-old magazine. 
If this overland Journey of IOO miles was a remarkable Instance of pater­ 
nal pride, there was something to w arrant It, for one of the poems was, “Than- 
atopsis” and the other “An Inscription Upon the Entrance to a Wood.” The 
first of these was enough to establish the youth as a poet of no common order. 
It came to a reflective people in an age when the shadow of gloom had not 
entirely passed, having a sad rote that appeals to every reader in sober days 
and raising visions of tin' sublimity, majesty and vastness of the universe 
which bring a pleasing awe to the soul of man in the presence of infinity and 
futurity. It is a poem of the intellect rather than the heart, grand, austere, 
solemn, a funeral anthem of the human race. 
> 
The golden sun, 
♦ 
The planets, all the infinite host of heaven, 
Are shining on the sad abodes of death 
Through the still lapse of ages. 
But he wrote other poems that readers like better than this requiem of the 
universe, and in them all is tile note of nature, struck by a sympathetic ob­ 
server not of her gracious mo<xJs alone, but of the severe and fateful as well. 
Out of them all, however, he drew lessons of truth or beauty or morals. Ile 
finds the law of guidance in the flight of the lone waterfowl across the De­ 
cember sky and of hope in the fringed gentian blossoming on tile border of 
waiter. “The Forest Hymn,” "The Deatli of the Flowers,” “The Song of the 
Lover” and others longer or shorter are charged with the bloom of summer 
and frosts of winter and tinted with the hues of spring and autumn. He in­ 
clines to the last season with the sober inheritance from a Puritan ancestry 
and writes: 
The melancholy days are come, the saddest of the year, 
Of wailing winds and naked woods and meadows brown and sere. 
Yet Into “The Little People of the Snow" he has put a sympathetic strain, 
snob as is not always found with eulogists of winter and never with shivering 
grumblers about it. But then he survived the rigors of 20 Cummington win­ 
ters before he went to New York and the sultriness of as many summers and 
thereupon could also write: 
The quiet August noon has come. 
A slumbrous silence fills the sky; 
The fields are still; the woods are dumb; 
In glassy sleep the waters He. 
Open the volume of 116 poems anywhere and some phase of nature is 
presented, usually in her quiet majesty. 
Sometimes patriotic and national 
strains appear, as in “The Song of Marion’s Men,” ‘*The Green Mountain 
Boys,” “Our Country’s Call” and “O Mother of a Mighty Raee,” but the return 
is speedy to “The White-Footed Deer,” “The Hunter of the Prairies” and 
“The Death of the Flow'ers.” Ile is pre-eminently the poet of the woods and 
waters, of earth and sky, of summer and winter, of the times and seasons, the 
days aud the years. 
Bryaut’8 verse will always have its ewq charm for New Englanders and

New York. March 5.—The day’s 
stock market for the greater part cf 
the day re pie sen ted the retracing of 
Monday's upward course in the reg­ 
ular process of taking profits on a 
small turn, which is a characteristic 
of a narrow professional market, l.atG 
in the day, however, the selling move­ 
ment gained appreciable force and car­ 
ried prices downward by rapid stages 
to the low* st of the day, making the 
closing a c tiv e and weak. The market 
also broadened out considerably in 
the late selling movement and the 
dealings were mu^h better distributed 
than at any other time during the day. 
The standard stocks were as greatly 
affected as some of the minor special­ 
ties which have lately been so con­ 
spicuous in tho market. 
The growing dimensions of the re­ 
quirements upon New York cash re­ 
serves seemed to be the cause of the 
rather acute uneasiness manifested. 
The engagement of gold for export 
announced >csterday for Thursday's 
and Saturday’s steamers and esti­ 
mates of others likely to be made in­ 
dicate the probability of an outgo of 
$5,000,000 cr over this week to for­ 
eign shores. The underwriting syndi­ 
cate of the San Francisco traction or­ 
ganization called upon its subscribers 
yesterday for a 20 per cent payment 
cai Thursday. This means the remit­ 
tance to San Francisco at that time of 
about $4,000,000. 
It is true that this 
operation will mean no encroachment 
upon the country’s available money 
supply, as the treasury authorities 
will pay out in San Francisco imme­ 
diately the amount deposited in the 
subtreasury in New York, but the 
operation involves a depletion of Ne1^ 
York bank reserves nevertheless. 
The sub treasury had already taken 
from the New York money market 
since Friday on routine operations $3,-

school be too large for the little group of authors who followed D ietrich, tile. 
historian, afar, it may I m * said th at the term was applied to less dignified ob­ 
jects in Hie ’uy of its Immense popularity and to more worthy ones since. 
The New York Evening Post had been established in tin* lirst year of the 
century w ith a hospitable policy tow ard letters, us well as a critical spirit 
w hich enhanced the honor of appearing in its columns. To gain adm ittance to 
th . • r n w as next to having a book published. On the street and h i coff i m * houses 
w ere knots of young men with corresponding am bitions notw ithstanding t!:e 
com mercial blas of the city and tin* m aterial bent of tile acc. Forem ost am ong 
them w as a banker’s clerk who w as not so far lost in arithm etical figures th a t 
he could not appreciate poetical and even wished that he might "lounge upon 
a rainbow and read Tom Cam pbell,” a sentim ent w ith which a bystander 
agreed. In this way Fitz-Greene Ilulleek and Joseph Hodman D rake becam e 
acquainted in 
tin* spring 
of ISIP, tin* beginning of a literary com panionship as 
Intim ate as it 
w as brief, 
for D rake died the next year. 
Judged by w hat he laid begun to do, this young poet was cut down at tile 
opening of a prom ising career. His early essays found their subjects tor satire 
In the topics of the town, but descriptive and patriotic pieces soon followed, 
th e address to the Am erican flag deserving a higher place than all th a t 
have succeeded i t A more rem arkable feat w as the production in tw o or 
th ree days of "Tho C ulprit F ay” in refutation of an assertion th a t It would be 
difficult to w rite a fairy poem purely im aginative w ithout th e aid of hum an 
characters. Ile accom plished this work w ith no nearer approach to hum anity 
th an In these tw o lines: 
F or an Ouphe has broken his vestal vow’; 
H e has loved an earthly maid. 
The rest 19 the fanciful account of the consequences of such a high m isde­ 
meanor, full of delicate a rt and the traceries of an im agination a t hom e w ith 
th e hidden things of nature, itself idealized and peopled w ith intelligences of 
th e poet’s own creating. It is the m idsum m er night’s droarn of an airy fancy. 
The entire poem should be the delight of children who dwell on th e la rd e r 
land of the seen and the unseen. 
, 
Halleek survived to w rite an elegy upon his friend, which shows how far 
th e art had progressed since the days of M ather; also to continue the strain of 
American verse which the tw o friends had joined in contributing to tile col­ 
um ns of Tl^e Evening Post. A fterw ord he w as stirred by th e w rongs of suffer­ 
ing Greece to lift up the voice of freedom in "M arco Bozzarls.” W hoever has 
lost a friend of his youth will associate w ith the recollection of his sorrow the 
lam ent of U alleck for his companion, beginning: 


Green be the tu rf above thee. 
Friend of my better duys! 
None knew thee but to love thee 
Nor nam ed thee but to praise. 
Clem ent C. Moore has a place am ong the w riters who w ere inspired by 
D utch traditions to produce a K nickerbocker literature. No doubt tin* theo­ 
logical professor expected to rest his fam e upon th e lirst H ebrew and English 
lexicon compiled in this country or upon his version of L avardin’s "H istory of 
George C astriot.” Instead, when lie is placed am ong th e im m ortals it w ill be 
In recognition of his "V isit From St. Nicholas,” which all children know lie­ 
g e s : 
’Tw as th e night before C hristm as, when all through th e house 
Not a creature w as stirring, not even a mouse. 
Gulian C. V erplanck w as a New Yorker w hose services to literature entitle 
him to mention. F irst a lawyer, then a politician and afterw ard a lecturer iii 
divinity, his pen w as seldom Idle. “ Essays on Revealed Religion” and th e 
“D octrine of C ontrasts” w ere th e more substantial results, w hile "The S tate 
T rium virate” and "The Ceremony of Installation” are in a lighter vein. As a 
m em ber of congress la* w as prom inent iii obtaining the extension of th e term 
of copyright from 28 to 42 years. L ater he w as associated w ith Sands and 
B ryant in The Talism an, a publication containing Rome of the hest w riting of 
th e time. In his addresses on art, history and literature and "The Influence 
and Use of Liberal Studies,” and especially on "The American Scholar,” he 
anticipated some of the more recent essayists and orators w ho have m ade 
kindred them es th e subjects of high discussion. 
W illiam Cullen B ryant may be considered as an u.lopted m em ber of the 
K nickerbocker group since he w as not born In New York, but on th e H am p­ 
shire hills of w estern M assachusetts. However, he was not long in Anding his 
w ay to the m etropolis and to the little circle which made it the literary center of 
th e country a t the time. 
A copy of Irving’s “K nickerbocker” had traveled 
Into the lonely village w here young B ryant was reading law and gave him a 
taste of w hat w as possible in lower latitudes. H itherto his reading had been 
am ong th e professional hooks of his fath er’s medical library, varied by the 
L atin poets, the Greek Testam ent, W atts’ hymns, Pope’s “Iliad” and an 
unusual num ber of English classics for th a t period. B ut m eter aud rhym e 
w ere a p art of his n ature and blossomed out In juvenile verses, religious and 
political, to the delight of his fat lier and to his own subsequent chagrin. 
To these there were tw o notable exceptions, left a t home when he w ent 
aw ay to practice law in G reat Barrington. His fath er found them one day six 
years afterw ard w hen rum m aging in a draw er, read them him self and to a 
neighbor and w ithout asking his son’s perm ission started posthaste for Boston 
and the editor of The North American Review, then a two-year-old m agazine. 
If this overland journey of UK) miles w as a rem arkable instance of pater­ 
nal pride, there w as som ething to w arrant it, for one of th e poems was, “Than- 
atopels” and the other “An Inscription Upon th e E ntrance to a Wood.” The 
first of these w as enough to establish the youth as a poet of no common order. 
Ii cam e to a reflective i>e©ple in an age when the shadow of gloom had not 
entirely passed, having a sad i «*te th at appeals to every reader in sober days 
and raising visions of the sublim ity, m ajesty and vastness of the universe 
which bring a pleasing aw e to the soul of m an in the presence of infinity and 
futurity. It Is a poem of the intellect rath er than the heart, grand, austere, 
solemn, a funeral anthem of the hum an race. 
/ 
The golden sun, 
» 
The planets, all the infinite host of heaven. 
Are shining on th e sad abodes of death 
Through the still lapse of ages. 
B ut he w rote other poems th at readers like better than this requiem o f th e 
universe, and In them all is the note of nature, struck by a sym pathetic ob­ 
server not of ber gracious moods alone, but of th e severe and fateful as well. 
Out of them all, however, he drew lessous of truth or beauty or morals. 
Ile 
finds the law of guidance in the flight of the lone w aterfow l across the De­ 
cem ber sky and of hope in the fringed gentian blossoming on the border of 
w aiter. "The Forest H ym n,” “The Deatli of the Flow ers,” "The Song of th e 
Lover” and others longer or shorter are charged w ith the bloom of sum m er 
aud frosts of w inter and tinted w ith the hues of spring and autum n. 
He in­ 
clines to th e last season w ith th e sober inheritance from a P uritan ancestry 
and w rites: 
The m elancholy days are come, the saddest of the year, 
Of w ailing w inds and naked woods and meadows brown and sere. 
Yet Into “The L ittle People of the Snow” he has put a sym pathetic strain, 
snob as is not alw ays found with eulogists of w inter and never w ith shivering 
grum blers about it. But then he survived the rigors of 20 Cum mington w in­ 
ters before he w ent to New York and the sultriness of as m any sum m ers and 
thereupon could also w rite: 
The quiet A ugust noon has come. 
A slum brous silence fills the sky: 
The fields are still; the woods are dum b; 
In glassy sleep the w aters lie. 
Open the volume of IIG poems anyw here and some phase of n a tu re is 
presented, usually in her quiet m ajesty. 
Sometimes patriotic and national 
strains appear, as in “The Song of M arion’s Men,” "The Green M ountain 
Boys,” “Our C ountry’s Call” and “O M other of a M ighty Race,” but the return 
is speedy to "T he W hite-Footed P eer,” "The H unter of the P rairies” and 
"The D eath of the Flow ers.” Ile is pre-em inently the poet of the woods and 
w aters, of earth and sky, of sum m er and winter, of the tim es and seasons, the 
d ay s and the years. 
B ryant’s verse will alw ays have its ©wq charm for New Englanders and

for their descendants, w nerevor they may lite. 
I hey love tie* moods of n a­

T hat blow my bark along.

VAGARIES OF THE TIDE8. 


I 'a r ls u C urrents In th e O lean auld 
Its O ffshoots. 
There are as many vagaries in the 
waters as In the winds. Why, for in­ 
stance, should three great ocean cur­ 
rents send their warm waters across 
the wide Pacific, Atlantic and around 
the Cape of Good Hope? There have 
beeu many theories advanced to solve 
the problem of their origin, but all 
have proved fallacious. Other and 
equally mysterious currents exist in 
well nigh all parts of the world. The 
tides are so erratic iii different parts of 
the world that one hesitates to accent 
the theory that the moon controls’thorn 
in all cases. 
It is on record that the sea has nim 
for weeks out of the Java sea through 
the strait of Bundu and {benes back 
again for a like period without any per­ 
ceptible rise or fall during those times. 
Then there is the equatorial current 
that flows into the Caribbean sea, tfi^ 
ete r flowing current to the eastward 
around Cape Horn, the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the 
north past Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia and along the American coast 
to the extreme end of Florida, the con­ 
tinual current running with a velocity 
of from lour to five knots an hour 
through the strait of Gibraltar into 
the M editerranean sea, the swift cur­ 
rent running across the rocks and 
shoals off the end of Billiton island, 
which apparently starts from nowhere 
and ends somewhere In the vicinity of 
the same place, and the current which, 
starting half way up the China sea, 
runs from two to three knots an hour 
to the northeast and finally ends ab­ 
ruptly off the north end of Luzon. 
Then we have those tidal vagaries 
known the world over as bores. Resi­ 
dents on Severn side are fam iliar with 
them, and those that run up the Hu- 
gll and Ira waddy rivers from side 
to side in a zigzag shape till they reach 
their limit, often tearing ships from 
their 
anchorage, 
originate 
nobody 
knows where or why. The rush of wa­ 
ters In the bay of Fundy is nothing 
but a huge bore sweeping all before it 
up to the head of the bay till the waters 
have risen to the height of fifty or six­ 
ty feet Off Southampton we have the 
double tidep, while a t Singapore it bas 
been observed for days at a time that 
there bas been but the one rise aud 
fall in tho twenty-four hours. The tides 
may be and very often appear as 
though they were “moonstruck,” but 
they certainly are not controlled with 
hard aud fast rules by that or any oth­ 
er body.—London Shipping World.

the strait of Sunda and (benes back 
again for a like period w ithout any per 
eeptible rise or fall during those tim es 
Then there is the equatorial current 
that flows into the C aribbean sen, Yfifci 
ever flowing current to the eirstwurd 
around (’ape Horn, the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the 
north past N ew foundland and Nova 
Scotia and along the Am erican coast 
to the extrem e end of Florida, the con

The 
rest of the family affect not to notice 
anything unusual nnd c o n tin u e their 
work or their reading. The young man 
turns aside and talks to the father or 
mother on some very ordinary subject, 
keeping bis eyes eagerly fixed on the 
girl while he is conversing. 
If she ac­ 
cepts his offer, she takes up the cake 
and eats It. 
If she is a coquettish 
damsel, she tortures the young man by 
turning it over anil playing w ith it be­ 
fore slie decides to taste it and then en­ 
raptures him by eating it to the last 
crumb. 
If, on the other hand, she 
wishes to have nothing more to do 
with her admirer, she puts it back on 
the table. 
The young man takes up 
the cake and, with a “Vaarvoal byza- 
men,” leaves the house. The m atter is 
then kept a profound secret by both 
families, nnd the outer world never 
bears of It. In place of a wedding cake 
In Holland wedding candies are given 
—“braid 
sulkers” 
they 
are 
called. 
They are passe*! around by children 
and nre served In flower trim med bas­ 
kets. 
Bride pudding is the name of the 
piece de resistance served at a Norse 
peasant wedding. This is not brought 
on the table until the last day of the 
festivities, three or five days being 
given up to feasting and merrymaking. 
The appearance of the bride puddifig 
is the signal of dismissal, and at tho 
close of the feast the guests say fare­ 
well, presenting at the same tim e their 
gifts, which consist of cash. This the 
bride receives, the bridegroom present­ 
ing each donor with a glass of wine. 
Partaking of two tiny glasses of wino 
is all the ceremony necessary to make 
a marriage in some Chinese provinces, 
provided a quantity of fireworks nre 
set off. These nre to wake the “great 
Joss” from his sleep that he may wit­ 
n e ss the ceremony. 
At a Hebrew wedding man and wife 
sip from one cup of wine, symlHilizing 
participation in the Joys nnd pain of 
earthly life. 
The emptied goblet is 
pluced on the floor nnd crushed into a 
thousand pieces by the bridegroom, 
who thus shows that he will put his 
foot on all evils that may enter the 
family circle. 
At an Egyptian wedding feast meat 
is not eaten because of the belief that 
it would lead to future bickerings be­ 
tween them. Eggs, fruits and sweet* 
are served. The first meal in the new 
bouse cannot be touched until, after 
every device known to the bridegroom, 
the bride has been at last induced to 
speak. Once she utters a word, he claps 
his hands, aud supper is brought to 
them. 
Married by candy is the plan in Bur­ 
ma. Of all marriage rites this takes 
the palm for conciseness and sweet 
simplicity. Here the dusky lady takes 
the initiative. 
Seeing a youth who 
pleases ber, she offers him a sw eet lf 
be accepts her proposal, he promptly 
eats the token of affection, and they 
are thereby made man and wife. In 
tb# act of eating alone this most prim­ 
itive rite consists, lf the youth be not 
favorably disposed, be rem arks with 
all gallantry that that particular candy 
ts not to his taste, and the m atter is 
ended. In Mandalay three weeks after 
a marriage kinsmen bring the bride­ 
groom a bowl of rice, a vessel of wine 
aud a fowl, much of which collation is 
sacrificed to the spirit* of ancestor*. 
A Ba god! bride—in the l’hilipplues— 
lf she be good looking and the daughter 
of a warrior, is sold by her father for 
about $30, which sum is not given in 
money, but in vegetables and chickens. 
Oue way of estim ating such things is 
at the price of a brass gong. Such a 
gong ts worth thirty silver dollars, and 
It Is a valuable maiden indeed who will 
bring two brass gongs.—W hat to E a t

The mere si.iring of fallow 
ground will send up unsuspected 
growths, aud the awakening which 
the keen humorist gave the drotvsy 
uieu of M anhattan started a crop of 
letters among other effects of the fhoek. lf the name of til** Knickerbocker 
school bt* too large fi r tile little group of authors who followed DkKlricb, tile. 
historian, afar, it may be said ’that tile term was applied to less dignified ob­ 
jects in the *uy of its immense popularity and to more worthy ones since. 
The New York Evening Post had been established in the tirst year of Hie 
century with a hospitable policy toward letters, as well as a critical spirit 
which enhanced the honor of appearing in its columns. To gain admittance to 
them was next to having a book published. On tile street and in coff*4** houses 
were knots of young men witli corresponding ambitions notwithstanding tie 
commercial bias of the city and the material bent of the age. Foremost among 
them was a banker's clerk who was not so far lost in arithm etical figures that 
he could not appreciate i>ootieal and even wished that lie might “lounge upon 
a rainbow and read Tom Campbell.” a sentiment with which a bystander 
agreed. In this way Fitz-Grecne Ilalleck and Joseph Rodman Drake became 
acquainted in the spring of 1810, the beginning of a literary companionship as 
intim ate as it was brief, for Drake died the next year. 
.Judged by what he had begun to do, this young poet was cut dowu at the 
opening of a promising career. His early essays found their subjects for satire 
in the topics of the town, but descriptive and patriotic pieces soon followed, 
the address to tile American flag deserving a higher place than all that 
have succeeded i t A more rem arkable feat was the production in two or 
tlvrce days of ‘‘Tho Culprit Fay” In refutation of an assertion that it would be 
difficult to write a fairy poem purely imaginative without the aid of human 
characters. Ile a c c o m p lish e d this work with no nearer approach to humanity 
than in these two lines: 
For an Ouphe has broken his vestal vow; 
Ile has loved an earthly maid. 
The rest Is the fanciful account of the consequences of such a high misde­ 
meanor, full of delicate urt and the traceries of an invagination at home with 
five hidden things of nature, itself idealized and peopled with Intelligences of 
the poet’s own creating. It is tin* midsummer night’s dream of an airy funcy. 
The entire poem should be the delight of children who dwell on the l*ordor 
land of the seen and the unseen. 
, 
Halleck survived to write an elegy upon his friend, which shows how far 
the art had progressed since the days of Mather; also to continue the strain of 
American verse which the two friends had joined in contributing' to the col­ 
umns of Tty) Evening Post. Afterward he was stirred by the wrongs of suffer­ 
ing Greece to lift up the voice of fr«****loui in "Marco Bozzaris.” Whoever has 
lost a friend of his youth will associate with the recollection of his sorrow the 
lament of ilalleck for his companion, beginning: 
Green be the turf above thee. 
Friend of my better days! 
None knew thee but to love thee 
Nor named thee but to praise. 
Clement C. Moore has a place among the writers who were inspired by 
Dutch traditions to produce a Knickerbocker literature. No doubt tile theo­ 
logical professor expected to rest his faun* upon tile llrst Hebrew aud English 
lexicon compiled in this country or upon his version of I.avardin's "History of 
G eorge Castriot.” Instead, when he is placed among the Immortals it will lie 
Iii recognition of his “ Visit From St. Nicholas,” which all children know lie­ 
g e s: 
’Twas the night before Christmas, when all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring, not eveu a mouse. 
Gulian C. Verplanck was a New Yorker whose services to literature entitle 
him to mention. First a lawyer, then u politician and afterw ard a lecturer In 
divinity, his pen was seldom idle. “Essays on Revealed Religion” and the 
“Doctrine of Contrasts” were the more substantial results, while “The State 
Trium virate” and "The Ceremony of Installation'’ are In a lighter vein. As a 
member of congress hi* was prominent in obtaining the extension of the term 
of copyright from 28 to 42 years. Cuter he wus associated with Sands aud 
Bryant in The Talisman, a publication containing some of the best writing of 
the time. Iu his addresses on art. history aud literature ami “The influence 
aud Use of Ullieral Studies,” and especially on "The American Scholar,” he 
anticipated some of the more recent essayists and orators who have made 
kindred themes the subjects of high discussion. 
William Cullen Bryant may be considered as an adopted member of the 
Knickerbocker group since he was not born in New York, but on the Ham p­ 
shire hills of western Massachusetts. However, lie was not long in finding his 
way to the metropolis and to the little circle which made it the literary center of 
the country at the time. 
A copy of Irving's “Knickerbocker*' had traveled 
Into the lonely village where young Bryant was reading law and gave til ria a 
taste of what was possible in lower latitudes. Hitherto his reading had been 
among the professional books of bls father's medical library, varied by the 
Latin poets, the Greek Testament, W atts’ hymns, Pape’s "Iliad” and an 
uuusual number of English classics for that period. But meter aud rhyme 
were a part of his nature and blossomed out in Juvenile verses, religious and 
political, to the delight of his father and to his own subsequent chagrin. 
To these there were two notable exceptions, left at borne when he went 
away to practice law In Great Barrington. His father found them one day six 
years afterw ard when rummaging In a drawer, read them himself and to a 
neighbor and without asking his son’s permission startl'd i»osthaste for Boston 
aud the editor of The North American Review, then a two-year-old magazine. 
If this overland Journey of IOO miles was a remarkable instance of pater­ 
nal pride, there was something to w arrant It, for one of tile poems was, “Tlmn- 
atopsis” and the other "An In criptkm Upon the Entrance to a Wood." The 
first of these w’ss enough to establish the youth as a poet of no common order. 
M came to a reflective people iii an age when the shadow of gloom had not 
entirely passed, having a sad i <*te that appeals to every reader In sober days 
and raising visions of the si biiroily, majesty and vastness of the universe 
which bring a pleasing awe to the soul of man In the presence of Infinity aud 
futurity. It la a poem of the intellect rather than the heart, grand, austere, 
solemn, a funeral anthem of Hie human race. 
t 
The golden aun, 
t 
The planets, all the infinite host of heaven. 
Are shining on the sad abode* of death 
Through the still lapse of ages. 
But he wrote other poems that readers like better than this requiem o f the 
universe, and in them all Is tile note of nature, struck by a sympathetic ob* 
server not of her gracious moods alone, but of the •evert and fateful as well. 
Out of them all, however, he drew lessons of truth or beauty or morals. 
Ile 
finds the law of guhlance iu the flight of the lone waterfowl acrose the De- 
cember sky and of hope in th*- fringed gentian blossoming on tilt* border of 
wfbter. “The Forest Hymn.” "The Death of th#* Flowers,” "The Song of the 
Lover” and others longer or shorter are charged with the bloom of summer 
aud frosts of winter und tinted with the hues of spring and autumn. 
He in­ 
clines to the last seusou with the sober inheritance from a Puritan ancestry 
and writes: 
The melancholy days are come, the saddest of the year, 
Of wailing winds and naked woods and meadows brown and sere. 
Yet Into "The Little People of the Know” he has put a sympathetic strain, 
such as is not always found with eulogists of winter and never with shivering 
gram tilers about It But then he survived the rigors of 20 Cummington win* 
tars before he went to New York aud the sultriness of as many summers aud 
thereupon could also write: 
The quiet August noon has come. 
A slumbrous silence fills the sky; 
The fields are still; the woods are dumb; 
In glassy sleep the waters He. 
Open the volume of lid poem* anywhere aud som e phase of nature Is 
presented, usually in her quiet majesty. 
Sometime* patriotic and national 
strains appear, as In “The Song of Marion’s Meu," “Tile Green Mountain 
Boys,” "Our Country’s < ’all” and “O Mother of a Mighty Ra*-e.” but til* ret urn 
is speedy to "The White* Foot **d Deer,” “The Hunter of the P ra irie ” aint 
"The Death of the Flowers.” lie Is pre-eminently the poet of tin* wcssls anti 
waters, of earth and sky, of summer and winter, of the times aud seasons, the 
days and the years. 
Bryants verse will always have its owq charm for New Englanders aud 
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for their descendants, wherever they may live. They love the moods of na­ 
ture with which the fathers played aud fought by torus. Tile viking blood iu 
their veins still makes thorn sing: 
The winds from off tin* Norseman’s hills 
Do shriek a fearsome song: 
There’s music in tile shrieking winds 
That blow my bark along. 
Besides, there Is in his poems the flower of that Imagination which, in 
spite of his pretended Indifference, was in the Puritan's soul. It finally blos­ 
somed out early in this century like a crocus on the sunny edge of a snow­ 
drift in northw estern Massachusetts, it reveled in tin* solemn, the sublime, 
the severe, as the forefathers had for SKK* years. Moreover, the first great poet 
had all their conscientiousness in his performance of his task, even if In* did 
break with their ('alviuisui. 
His measure is exact, his rhyme is perfect. and, 
more than all, bis moral tone Is w ithout a flaw. There are in it both strength 
and health.
